The Rev. Canon Abbott-Smith, M.A.. 
D.D., D.C.L., was appointed principal 
of tlu- Mi-utrr.il Diocesan Theological 
Collogo ht a meeting of the b-Mrd of 
governors yesterday. His uppo'ntmcnt 
w 11 come into effect at the close of 
the present session. Dr. Itexfofd, tlic 
present pr no pa! tendered his resigna- 
tion a short time ago, and in an un- 
usually short period the governors 
have chosen a successor. The choice, 
which comes as a rccognlt'on of Ur. 
Abbott-Smith's thirty years' cohnec- 
: on with the college, was unanimous 
on the part of the members. 

Dr. Abbott-Smith Is an honor grad- 
uate of the Un'verslty of Bishop's 
College, Eennoxville, and since his 
days of préparât on there ho has been 
almost continually engaged in the 
opacity of professor of New Testament 
theology in the Diocesan Coi'ese. In 
add it on. for the past few years he 
has been a lecturer in Hellenistic 
Greek at McGill. He is known through- 
out the Dominion as a leadhg schol- 
ar in Septuagint Greek stud'es. A few 
years ago Dr. Abbott- Smith won In- 
ternat onal rccocnHlon when ho pub- 
lished a much needed Greek lexicon. 

But his actlv tics are not confined 
tc the sphere of teacher and scholar. 
He has stood to the fore for a long 
time in the practical life of the 
Church of Kng'and In Canada, and 
cspec ally lr. the councils of the church 
When hi; was elected a delegate to 
the Genera! Synod of the Church, he 
was made a member of the important 
committee which was in charge of the 
difficult matter of Prayer Hook rev s- 
irin. The revised hook was recently 
accepted by the Anglican Church in 
Canada. 

His own university and the General 
xynod have already shown recogni- 
tion of Wi part In academic and cc- 
clea astical work. The Un'verslty of 
nlsliop'.i College, Lcnnpxvillc, granted 
him a doctor's degree a few yearn ago 
pn-vlous to which he had won by ex- 
amination 'he degree of Doctor of 
DIvli Hy through the medium ur Hie 
General Hynoii. He was appointed à 
canon of tiio Cathedral by Jlishoii 
Farthing.

"The obi theory of tho collision of 
the stars has long ago passed away.'' 
said Dr. A. J. Cannon, of the Harvard 
University Conservatory, who lectured 
at the meeting of the Royal Astrono- 
mical Society in the Physics Building 
last nigh:. 

Mr. H. El S. Anbury, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Society presided, introduc- 
ing her. spoke of Miss Cannon as one 
of the greatest authorities of the class- 
ification of tho stars. She has contrlb. 
utod greatly towards astronomy by her 
compilation of several volumes cata- 
loguing those classification, of which 
there we.u several on view In the Phy- 
sics Btlildlrg last night. 

The speaker firs*, spoltj of tho found- 
ing of the Conservatory nt Harvard 
In 1S I3. The appearance of a cornel In 
that year cncrijrngod the establishing 
of a conservatory; this was almost In 
IS-I7. In 1SS0 mil! of the most signifi- 
cant things accomplished was the 
photographing of tho .stars.

A mi.\"d audience of ntudentH and 
town folk filled tho 8.C.A. room in 
Strathcona Hall yesterday afternoon 
when Captain A. S. Braeo concluded a 
series of lectures dealing with 
V.M.C.A. extension work in China. His 
final lecture yesterday on "Two 
Thousand Miles up the Yandtso Kl- 
ang" was profusely illustrated with 
some -tj lantern slides Intimately re- 
vealing the beauty of China and the 
type of missionary work that is being 
conducted under the auspices of the 
Y.M.C.A. 

Captain Brace, who is secretary of 
tho Canadian Committee of tho Stu- 
dent Volunteer Movement for Foreign 
Missions, has spent some fourteen 
years In China, and his experiences 
there have proved to him that the 
Chinese are very courteous and ami- 
able. His Chinese chief, ho said, could 
not have been more considerate, whe- 
ther Oriental or Western. 

The Chlneso are now becoming ra- 
pidly more and more civilized. Your.g 
Chinese are now coming to this con- 
tinent to study Medicine, Architec- 
ture, Law, and tho Arts, and on their 
return to China, the new Occidental 
Ideas prove most beneficial in ad- 
vancing the learning nnd art of this 
ancient country. 

Among tho slides shown the -most 
colorful and picturesque were tho old 
temples in Pckin, some of the world's 
masterpieces in architecture; the 
old Wall of China, one of the seven 
wonders of tho world, but which has 
now tremendously disintegrated: the 
rapids between Ichang and Choungh- 
Ing, of wliich there arc some 50 sets: 
the Confucian temples with their 
carved stones nnd lofty pillars; nr.d 
tho many charming spots of scenery 
In the mountain districts, chief of 
which Is Mount Omel, where pilgrim- 
ages are made to pray to tho nnees- 
iral spirits; the plain of Chendu, which 
though only S00 square miles Iti 
men, contains 1 TO walled cities.

'VARSITY AND THE REDS 

a PTES carefully taking into considération tho accusations of the Vinan- 
/V cial Tost following upon tho Invitation extended to a noted Communist 
to apeak in Hart House, wc think they ar« exaggerated and scarcely Justified. 

Communists a.rr very rare in any institutions of higher learning, because 
communism merely has an appeal similar to that of the average tabloid j 
paper, and !s an emotional movement, not an intellectual movement. The 
reaction against it. in Russia now Is proof of this. Communism. It may be 
added, cannot be confused with socialism, for socialism rather rationalizes 
a few of the tendencies of communism rathor than adopts communistic tenets. 
And many clever logicians are socialists. 

Wo do not think therefore that communists In Toronto university, if 
there arc any. could have influence enough to pay for Communist propa- 
tram-la. And we tio not suppose that the proposed Communist speaker is the 
first guest of the university's debating society that has held radically dlf- 
foront views from the majority of the students, or the faculty as a whole. 

Because of th< prédominance of rational thinkers in the university, we 
cannot imagine that the Communist speaker will be very successful in 
spreading propaganda, even to the dear children of very moral people; 
children who ore just getting into tho swing of university life. To agree 
with Communiste tendencies one would have to be anil-religious, and in 
favor of such things as curbing th< power of the government by riots and 
civil war. 

Indeed, a knowledge of the principle.", of Communism, not as divulged 
by the Communist speaker, but as divulged by those who are fairly certain 
to answer him. should prove very beneficial even to the dear children. Those 
who would withhold Communistic principles from tender young university 
students would probably favor the withholding of a knowledge of the drug 
traffic from them, for instance. And we would not agree with them. 

We do not e X p fr ; that the member of the Canadian Communist party 
will come in clothes similar to those newspaper cartoonist order that his 
species should wear, or breathe verb:.! fire ar.3 thunder. He might play 
Socialist and do Socialism a lot of harm. He might become very holy and 
Y.TU.CA.-lsh. IT he is a pa:J "red" agent, which the Financial Tost asserts, 
and which tto one can prove — or df.r.y, strange *.d say — he will probably t«t 
ng on well-planned orders. 

"Vithout admitting that the résolution t>efore the Hart House debaters 
is a good one — it would have been if the word 'labor' had replaced the word 
■Communist' — or that -..he students were completely justified !n making the 
selection they did, we think that the derision of the Board of Governors rot 
to net was a wise one, and that the.-r :s little or no likelihood of a crop of 
dangerous yi'unp anarchists emerging from Toronto university with the 
watcbwnrd, "Dowt with < verythlng."' 



EVENING UNIVERSITIES 

M ANT requests that McGill give regular evening courses ev< • -g in 

a degree have born made by outsiders for many yars p.ri Enthu- 
siasts for learning and degrees in other cities have campaigned for the same 
thing, and in one. or two instances hove rucceedti. Bu: the MeGHl authori- 
ties are definitely arains: the scheme. 
■Why? 

Eecause, they contend, the a-quls:t icr. of higher learning renutres more 
than one's spart- time. It should no: be a secondary matter. It !? as much 
a business as clerking in' storc-managtng. It require* a keen trained intel- 
lect, and demands more hart! mental work than the average lay vocation. 

- And in our opinion they are perfectly right. Sonic courses given by a 
university arc at trreat general interest But McGill university have put 
such courses in the way of the butines* man, ar extension lectures. 

The belief that college life i( , really a grand sort of holiday, and that a 
B.A. or E.Sc. degree can be attained after four year* of idle pleasure with a 
bit of study Interspersed here and there is prevalent. Nor can we blame our 
short-haired business men and longer -haired clerks for thinking so. When 
they relax they visit a movie, see a college film, and become influenced by 
it. They also read of the endless social and sporting round so characteristic 
of American university llfe.'and again become influenced. 

But the average young clerk. *nd many older and successful business 
men as well, would get the surprise of their lives if they started in to ac- 
quire nn education at McGill. They would get a series of bad shocks on 
hearing; the results of the first tests, and if they lasted through one term, 
would be qu.te likely to give up in despair on seeing their marks at the end 
of the firs', year. 

The reason why ss, many boys of seventeen or thereabouts come to McGill 
and get through their year, sometime* with honors, is that their mtno> and 
their memories are trained, just as a profession a 1 hockey player's body Is 
trained. They hate to work and they know how to work. If they leave 
common school or high school and start at the bottom of the business 
ladder, they may become proficient in the ways of the world and develop 
a flair for business, but usually the character of their work tends to deaden 
those faculties which make for success Jn university work. 

In Arts course taken In his spare time by an average burine*» man with 
ail bis business worries and }oyu uppermost In his mind, would have to last 
at least twice as long as the course taken by boys and men whose vocation 
la study. 

We admire those who are ambitious for hifber Icïrnnijf. but suggest, that 
they are belittling it when they seek honors without giving up their best 
time and intelligence to it. It would be Just as rational to offer n. professor 
of some classical subject a manager's position in a financial house, to be 
attended to in spare time, as to offer a business man full rank in the halls 
of learning, on the strength of work done in spore hours. 

A broad general knowledge of science, art, and literature, will never be 
denied by .McGill university to those excellent laymen who yearn for some- 
thing higher and better than the humdrum business routine. But tho busi- 
ness ot a college student, whether in tits first year or taking pout-graduate 
work, is to treat higher education as a sacred business, pursued with a view 
to adding to the world's «tore of knowledge, so great, but so influteslmnl 
compared to the great unknown.

In thnt olnssl- 
flcntlon is "Marco Millions" one of 
two Kugeno o'Nolll plays thé Guild Is 
producing. The other Is "BlrntiRo In- 
terlude," 'lite .lan. 2.1 at the Golden. 

The Guild has dona nothing finer 
than "Marco's Millions.'" beautifully 
nn.l colorfully presented Monday night 
That It will alternate with the profit- 
able revival of "The Doctor's Dllomna" 
Is not. especially favorable to Its fin- 
ancial sucoess, since tho considerable 
number of extras must be paid for 
.luring the lay-off weeks, 

Perhaps half a dozen manager* toy- 
ed with "Marco" in script form before 
the Guild secured it. Bclaaco was the 
one who aimed to put it on. The play 
was written about four years ago and 
the author was anxious to see It pro- 
duced, the managers delaying and 
finally passim; It tip because ot the 
production expense involved. 

The Guild eliminated heavy settings 
by using a scenic frame, slightly 
changing tho general arrangement of 
st-apo steps. Still there Is a consider- 
able outlay Involved, no Utile of II 
going to vivid cost uminc of Oriental 
design. Back stage there Is nn IS- 
piece orchestra, the pit being used to 
Introduce some of the characters, 
thereby holding the continuity of the 
stage groups. It seemed Bonbon Ma- 
moulia handled his ensembles and en- 
trances excellently and affords a 
lighting scheme comparable with other 
brilliant Guild spectacles. 

"Marco Millions'' is both satire and 
fantasy, dated in the 13th century.

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GET PATENT MODELS 

U.S. Patent Office Gives 
Away Many Specimens 



(By Exchange Service) 
Some two years ago, announcement 
was made in tho public press through- 
out the country that the Museum of 
the U. S. Patent Office was to be 
broken up. Tills museum contained 
the models of the patents turned In 
to tho office, but It was necessary to 
break it up because of the great num- 
ber of models hundreds of thousands, 
and room and cases were not available 
except at great cost. 

Tho Smithsonian Institute was giv- 
en first choice o£ the models in the 
museum. After the Institute had taken 
its pick, it was allowed to distribute 
the remainder to such museums over 
the country as expressed u. desire t"r 
them. John K. St rocker, curator of 
tho Baylor Museum Immediately put 
In his .application for one or more 
models. 

Tho sortlns of the models wa? v- 
ccnt.ly completed, nnd they arc ready 
for distribution. Mr. Streeker bus 
been sent lists ot models In which he 
might be Interested, and asked to 
check those which he wants. He is 
now engaged in doing this, checking 
mainly those patents having to do with 
music. Some of these bear dates as 
far back as 1833. 

The only cost ot this is in packing 
and shipping thi> models. Congress 
specified In Its resolution that tin 1 
Government was not to be put to any 
expense in this, but that It must be 
paid by those who get the models. 
However, the average cost of this will 
be only about $5. which Is negligible 
In the light of the great Interest and 
Importance of Hie results.

PSEDJOR WRITERS 

Speaker Says Newspaper 

Work Gives Sense of Truth 
— 

(By Excange Service) 
"Work on a newspaper at a reporter 
is perhaps the best preparation for a 
career of writing, :-aid Mrs. Inez 
ilaynes Irwin, famous short at ry 
writer and magazine contributor, at 
meeting of the Writers Club In the 
rBarl Hall Auditorium recently. Her 
husband, V.'II! Irwin, one of the coun- 
try's foremost writers of magazine 
articles .also emphasized the great 
value of répertoriai unming to the 
younger a at:: i 

'•Newspaper work gi\C3 the aspir- 
ing: author a sense of truth, an idea 
as to What i* fact and what la fiction. 
However, the reporter should avoid 
the common danger of weakening his 
style by the excessive use of vivid 
and superficial expressions'.', Mr. 
Irwin pointed out. Accurate word: find 
phrases should be employed lo give u 
- foundation to expression in the best 
possible man 

"The wrilimj or short stories Is 
valuable because of the schooling on< 
Bets In tin.- expression of what one 
has to say, In a few words," Mrs. 
Irwin said. "You should begin writ- 
ing short stories when young and keep 
on writing them. When you have 
reached that point whore : ou can 
write a good novel, the training 
acquired in reporting and short story 
writing will be of great vain:," she 
added. 

Mr. Irwin spoke primarily about the 
condition of the American press to- 
day. He explained the large amount 
of power It has through its publish- 
ing of propaganda. "The greatest evil" 
Mr. Irwin added, "lies in the un- 
wholesome use of this power of tne 
press." 

Ho told of the double-check man," 
writers of magazine articles who re- 
present themselves as authors trying 
'iO sell essays or stories. In reality, 
they are paid publicity .-.gents of some 
.interest or group of personu. "The 
Author's Guild," he K.iid, "Is trying; to 
break up the work of such disguised 
writers.'

a legion camp. 

Although most trips of this kind 
would, because of their very nature, be 
dull. Professor Whlcber certainly seems 
to have had a most enjoyablo time. 
Not alone does tho region abound In 
archaeological treasures but nature, 
too, make it entrancing. It is located 
on the eastern coast of the Adriatic 
soa In a semi-tropical gone. The Bo- 
inans used its many harbors for win- 
tering places because of its ideal cli- 
mate. H Is to be questioned whether 
tho Romans would have built there 
and so left us their great monuments 
if it were not for these eondltlons. The 
lecturer said that.
